Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Year  1951 


To  the  Chairman  and  Ivlerabers  of  the  CUDWORE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL, 

Mr.  Chairnan,  Iladani  and  Gentlemen, 

I wish  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services  of  the 
Cudworth  Urban  District  for  the  Year  1951. 

Ee  statistics  show  that  the  health  of  the  people  of  Cudworth  continued 
to  be  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

Ee  Birth  Rate  was  well  maintained.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Still 
Birth  Rate  is  recorded  at  54  as  compared  with  18  last  year  and  26  this  year 
for  the  Nest  Riding  as  a whole.  Owing,  however,  to  the  smalEess  of  the 
numbers  involved  this  rate  of  54  is  not  statistically  raised  above  the  rate 
for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Ee  Death  Rate  remains  at  a satisfactory  level. 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles  there  were  no  epidemics  during  the  year.

There  were  17  Premature  Births  notified  during  the  year.  Of  this 
total  2 died.  3 Premature  babies  were  born  at  home  and  14  in  Hospital. 
Tivo  births  were  associated  XA?ith  maternal  toxaemia  and  one  with  epilepsy.

During  1951  a total  of  5 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  occurred, 
consisting  of  3 m.ales  and  2 feriiales,  all  were  legitimate  births.  The 
Infant  mortality  Rate  was  29.8.  In  1950,  4 deaths  under  1 year  occurred 
with  a rate  of  24  per  1,000  live  births.

Scarlet  Fever, 

19  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  1951  and  they  were  all 
treated  in  hospital,  14  cases  were  notified  in  1950. 

Measles. 

There  were  212  cases  of  Measles  compared  v/ith  165  in  1950,  and  5 of 
these  were  admitted  to  hospital.  The  incidence  of  complications  was  low, 

Wliooping  Cough. 

40  cases  of  I'/hooping  Cough  were  reported  and  5 v/ere  treated  in  Hospitals, 
In  1950  there  vrere  33  cases.  One  baby  girl  aged  2 months  died  of  Y/hooping 
Cough  in  hospital.  No  deaths  occurred  from  the  disease  in  1950. 

Pneumonia. 

During  the  year  15  cases  were  notified,  5 of  which  received  treatment  in 
hospital.  There  were  6 cases  in  1950. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  6 cases  of  this  disease  during  the  yeax  and  5 cases  last  year. 
None  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

Par a- typhoid  Fever. 

One  man  was  admitted  to  hospital  suffering  from  this  disease.  The  source 
of  infection  was  traced  to  a food  handler  outside  the  area. 

Paralytic  Poliomyelitis. 

2 Cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  were  reported  dipping  the  year  and 
both  were  admitted  to  hospital.  No  cases  occurred  during  1950. 

Meningococcal  Infection. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Meningococcal  Infection  and  the  patient  wan 
treated  in  hospital.  There  were  2 cases  in  1950.

An  official  from  the  Pood  Office  attends  the  Cudv^orth  Child  Nelfare  Centre 
for  the  distribution  of  Orange  Juice  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  etc.  As  you  are  aware. 
Orange  Juice  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  are  available  through  the  Pood  Office  sources 
for  all  Expectant  mothers  and  children  until  they  attain  5 years.  The  Cod 
Liver  Oil  is  a free  issue  but  a nominal  charge  is  made  for  the  Orange  Juice, 

It  is  apparent  that  only  some  quanter  of  those  entitled  are  availing 
themselves  of  the  issue  of  Orange  Juice  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  - a very  regrettable 
fact,  as  these  substances,  being  rich  sources  of  Vitamins  C,  A and  D,  are  of 
proved  value  in  ensuring  healthy  babies  and  youngsters. 


Vithout  an  adequate  intake  of  these  Vitamins,  v/e  are  likely  to  again  see 
as  in  the  past,  many  cases  of  scxxrvy  (one  of  the  chief  manifestations  of  which

Prom  the  above  figures,  it  Yvill  be  noted  that  all  the  pupils  are  not 
availing  themselves  of  the  free  issue  of  milk.  This  is  particularly 
noticable  among  the  older  pupils;  only  some  7C^  of  the  older  boys  actually 
taking  their  l/3rd  pint  of  school  milk  daily.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  as 
milk  being  a balanced  food,  forms  a valuable  addition  to  the  diet, 
especially  v/hen  protein  is  so  severely  rationed.

This  service  continues  to  be  in  great  demand.  It  is  however,  an 
extremely  difficult  service  to  administer,  as  being  a very  costly  one  it  is 
of  necessity  limited  and  the  facilities  available  have  to  be  shared  among 
the  cases  on  their  relative  merits.  As  in  the  past,  it  will  be  noted  that 
the  aged  made  the  greatest  demand  (7i^  of  the  total  hours).  This  is  one 
of  the  most  diff icult _ features  from  an  administrative  point  of  viev/  as  most 
aged  cases  are  long  term  ones  and  some  of  these  cases  have  been  on  the  books 
since  the  inception  of  the  service  in  1948. 

The  actual  number  of  cases  given  above  relates  to  the  area  of  the  Urban 
District  but  the  percentage  of  hours  is  based  on  the  Divisional  Area. 


CONCLUSION. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  recording  the  co-operation  I 
have  received  from  the  Officials  of  the  Council  and  the  loyalty  and 
enthusiasm  of  the  Divisional  Staff.

During  the  year  there  was  1 only  of  this  type  of  dwelling,  being  a 
converted  single  deck  bus  (now  removed). 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEv^fflEACE 


There  were  sev/er  extensions  during  the  year  to  the  Eveline  Street  Housing 
Site,  Weetshaw  Lane  and  Storrs  Mill  areas  in  the  Council's  district  still 
require  sewering.  There  are  55  houses  (principally  in  the  above  areas)  not  yet 
coupled  with  the  sewerage  system. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


The  total  nmber  of  closets  of  all  types  is  estimated  to  he  2,64-6.  There 
are  16  privies  with  covered  middens  for  the  reception  of  house  refiase.  There 
axe  8 pail  or  tub  closets,  and  2 waste  water  closets.  The  total  number  of 
water  closets  flushed  by  clean  water  is  2,620.  The  number  of  nev^r  closets 
provided  during  1951  is  84,  of  the  clean  water  type.  98*3^  of  the  total 
number  of  closets  are  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

During  the  year  legal  notices  were  served  requiring  the  conversion  of  the 
2 waste  water  type  closets  to  clean  water  types. 


SCAVENGING 


With  the  exception  of  cesspool  emptying  the  removal  of  house  refuse  is 
carried  out  throughout  the  Council's  district,  the  whole  being  disposed  of  by 
tipping,  siiitably  dealt  with  by  a tip  control  employee  of  the  Council. 

The  cost  of  Collection  and  Disposal  during  the  year  was  f3,192. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  for  drinking  and  domestic  pixposes  is  obtained  from  the  Barnsley 
County  Borough  Coimcil  and  is  distributed  by  the  Cudworth  U.D.C. 

There  are  2,448  dwell in ghouses  connected  to  the  public  water  supply  and 
every  house  is  connected  thereto. 

There  were  extensions  of  the  Water  Mains  during  the  year  to  the  Eveline 
Street  new  Housing  Site. 


MILK  SUPPLY 


15  I'iilk  samples  were  taken  from  retailers  dxiring  1951  and  the  public 
analyst  reported  that  all  were  gennlne  milk. 

9C^  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  Council's  area  is  despatched  for  heat 
treatment  by  the  producer  before  being  retailed  to  the  consmer.  There  are  25 
milk  retailers  on  the  register,  but  6 of  these  appear  to  have  ceased  selling 
milk  retail.  There  are  2 Licensed  dealers  and  7 supplementary  Licence  holders 
for  selling  sterilised  milk  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  Ivlilk)  Regulations  1949.  There  are  3 dealers  and  3 supplementary 
Licence  holders  retailing  pasteurised  milk  under  the  above  Regulations. 


ICE  CREAM 

There  is  no  manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream  in  the  Council's  area.  The  number 
of  premises  on  the  register  at  December  1951  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice 
cream  was  16.  On  all  such  premises  other  food  commodities  are  retailed. 
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^iEAT  INSPECTION 


Meat  has  continued  to  he  rationed  during  1951  and  viras  supplied  to  the 
district’s  retail  butchers  from  the  Barnsley  Abattoir  through  the  Ministry  of 
Pood, 

The  four  annually  licensed  slaughterhouses  "within  the  Cudworth  Urban 
District  continued  to  be  closed  for  slaughtering  during  the  vdiole  of  the  year. 


OTHER  POODS 


Bakehouses  number  8 and  14  visits  were  made  during  1951  to  ascertain  the 
degree  of  cleanliness. 

There  are  11  Pish  Prying  premises  and  18  visits  to  these  v/ere  made  during 
the  year. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  at  all  the  premises  retailing  food  continues 
to  be  good. 


gjTIMMING  BATHS 

The  Open  Air  Pool  in  the  Miners’  Welfare  Park  continued  to  be  closed 
during  the  whole  of  the  year  in  the  interests  of  public  health,  but  the 
question  of  improvement  has  continuously  been  considered  during  the  closure, 

A further  atten^t  to  proceed  "with  the  v/ork  has  been  made,  but  it  would  appear 
that  Ministerial  consent  must  be  obtained  before  the  Council  can.  commit 
itself  to  proceed.  An  alternative  to  swimming  as  a physical  exercise  was 
provided  in  the  Park  during  1951  hy  "the  construction  of  new  Open-Air  Tennis 
Courts,

There  is  Mortuary  accommodation  at  the  Council's  General  Works  Depot, 
Barnsley  Road,  Cudworth,  for  the  reception  of  bodies  and  "the  execution  of 
Post-Mortem  examinations. 
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HOUSING  MATTERS 


532  visits  were  made  to  115  dwellinghouses  at  which  repairs  were  needed. 

During  the  year  134  notices  were  served  requiring  defects  to  he  remedied 
and  of  these  30  had  to  he  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Coioncil  seeking 
authorisation  for  Service  of  Legal  Notices,  all  imder  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts. 

No  action  was  taken  dioring  the  year  under  Section  9 (Sanitary  defects 
remediable  at  reasonable  expense)  Section  11  (Dwellinghouses  not  repairable 
at  reasonable  cost).  Section  12  (Insanitary  separate  tenements  or  underground 
rooms). 

There  are  only  3 back-to-back  dwellings  and  8 'single'  (only  one  outer 
door)  dwellings  in  the  district. 

There  were  7 known  cases  of  overcrowding  at  the  end  of  the  year  with  7 
families  residing  in  7 hoiises  and  a total  of  59  members.  6 cases  of  over- 
crowding \7ith  25  persons  concerned  were  relieved  during  1951. 

The  Council  provided  42  new  permanent  type  dvirellings  and  owner-occupiers 
were  allowed  to  build  3 new  houses.
